Church will ever retrace this long 
stride in the direction of pagan stand- 
declared the Rev.

letter of the Anglican bishops, and re- 
ferring specifically to the 193 to 67 
vote of the Bishops favoring artifical 
birth control in certain cases. 

“Protestants may regard it as para- 
doxical,” he said, “that from this Jes- 
uit pulpit it should be necessary to re- 
mind the Anglican bishops that the 
end does not justify the use of sinful 
means and make them lawful even in 
the hard cases.” 

Departed From Catholic Tradition. 

The Lambeth conference, he went 
on, admits that in taking its step it 
was departing from the tradition of 
the Catholic Church of which it claim- 
ed to be a part. 

Father Woodlock stigmatized as a 
calumny the Bishops’ statement in 
their encyclical: “It is significant that 
the communion which most strongly 
condemns in principle all preventive 
methods, nevertheless in practice re- 
cognizes that there are occasions when 
a rigid insistence on principle is im- 
possible.” 

“It is here suggested,” he continued, 
“that while the Catholic Church abso- 
lutely condemns contraception in 
theory, it condones it in practice in 
certain hard cases.

sion unless he sincerely repents and 
promises amendment. He may go to 
Mass, as others in sin may be present 
at Mass, but if he approaches the al- 
tar to communicate he knows that he 
does so unworthily and sacrilegiously. 
Church Uncompromising. 

“The Church is uncompromising be- 
cause a moral truth is at stake. She 
has no power to abrogate God’s law in 
this matter any more than in the mat- 
ter of remarrying a divorced person 
or recognizing such unions as valid be- 
fore God.” 

Father Woodlock said that consider- 
ed apart from the injustice done to a 
child born under the stigma of illegiti- 
macy and regarded solely as a sin of 
sexual sensuality, many a case of 
motherhood without marriage might

than those cases of marriage without 
motherhood—where motherhood was

Up to the present the Pope has left 
the Vatican on only two occasions. 
One of these was on December 20, 
1929, when the Holy Father went, in 
th® early morning, to celebrate Mass 
on the fiftieth anniversary 
dination in the Basilica of St. 
Lateran, where he was ordained. 
Hardly anyone was aware of this un- 
expected leaving of the Vatican. or 
dreamed that it would take place. The 
streets were deserted in the early 
morning, and the Pope was accom- 
panied only by a dozen prelates, some 
of whom were advised of the visit to 
St. John Lateran only the morning it 
took place. 

The other occasion on which the 
Pope left the Vatican was when he 
entered St. Peter’s Square for the Eu- 
charistic procession that marked the 
coming to the Vatican of an interna- 
tional pilgrimage of seminarians. On 
this occasion, however, the Holy Fath- 
er did not actually leave the Vatican 
City, because St. Péter’s Square, ac- 
cording to the Lateran Treaty, is 
within the boundaries of the City and 
belongs to the smal! territorial doman 
of the Pope.

Decree of the Council of People’s Com- 
missars concerning the Separation of 
the Church from the State and the 
Schools from the Church, Feb. 5, 1918, 

(Collection of Laws of the Workers’ 
and Peasants’ Government, No, 18 
(Feb. 8, 1918): Section 263.) 

1. The Church is separated from 
the State. 

2. No local law which would im- 
pose restraint upon, or limit, freedom 
of conscience or establish any advan- 
tages or privileges on the ground of 
religious belief may be promulgated 
within the borders of the Republic. 

3. Each citizen is free to profess 
any or no religion. Forfeiture of civil 
rights as the result of professing any 
or no religion is revoked. 

Note..-The mention in official pa- 
pers of the profession by citizens of 
any or no religion is abolished. 

i. The actions of Government or 
other public bodies shall not be ac- 
companied by any religious services 
or ceremonies 

5. Freedom to fulfill religious du- 
ties of any kind shall be allowed 
long as they interfere with 
public order and do not involve an en- 
croachment upon the rights of citizens 
of the Soviet Republic, If they do ao, 
local authorities may take all neces- 
sary measures to secure public order 
and safety
